Howeyave are
concernedhat districts have received reimbursement for costs
not actually incurred and notbat districts have had @iulty
spendingall availableprogram funding. If the Legislature
approvesthe continued program funding requested for the
2011-13iennium, WTCS could take steps to ensure funds are
usedeffectively and iciently.
